IVfrs. Rockefeller

The fire was discovered by a maid in 
the home. 


Senator W alter Bond’s bill enlar­ 
ging the powers of the state guar­ 
anty fund commission was ready for 
presentation in the senate this .aft­ 
ernoon. 
The chief feature of the bill is the 
power to investigate the affairs of 
banks which arc operating under-.he 
state guaranty fund law which are 
given to the commission. 
The commission is empowered to 
employ two inspectors and assist­ 
ants who would work in cooperation 
with the state banking department 
and would investigate the condition 
of any bank at any time the com­ 
mission might see fit. They would 
have full powers to go through the 
records of banks and to compel the 
officers and stockhqlders thereof to 
give whatever information might be 
desired. 
Could Compel Stranglhening 
In the event of any doubt arising 
as to the solvency of any bank un­ 
der investigation, the 
commission 
would have the power to compel 
the bank to set aside the deposits 
received during the period of inves- 
tigntiun as special deposit to he 
kept in a separate fund for the re­ 
imbursement of the depositors in 
the event that the bank was finally 
found to be insolvent. 
When convinced of the insolvency 
of a bank the commission is given 
power to go, into district court and 
ask the closing of the bank and '.he 
appointment of a receiver for 
the 
same. 
These are regarded by the mem­ 
bers of the commission as the most 
im portant provisions of the new law. 
Can Buy Assets 
Other provisions however empow­ 
er the commission if it secs fit to 
use the funds in Its hands to take 
up the bills payable of closed banks. 
This has been one of the points re ­ 
garding which the powers of the 
commission have been questioned. 
The m.anngor of the B ink of Nortn 
Dakota is made an cx-officio mom 
her of the commiss'on. 
Terms of the law regarding the 
pnvmoTits of 
ssossmerts. and :he 
withdrawal of banks which wish to 
take up national charter* are prac­ 
tically unchanged the assessments 
being fixed at one-twentieth of one 
percent of the average daily de­ 
posits of the bank being assessed. 
There is no change made in the 
maximum number of 
assessments 
which may be made in the course of 
a year. 
The bill was drawn with the ap­ 
proval of the guaranty fund com­ 
mission.

The activity of the sun rises and falls with regularity in 
a period or cycle of 11 years. It has been steadily declining 
since 1917, has now almost reached bottom. And the recent 
big sunspots may lie the “turning of the tide”—the .start of 
another period of increa.sed activity by the sun. 
Like everything else—a period of rest Is inevitable be­ 
tween periods of activity. Everything is in cycles, contrasts. 


Henri Deslandres, director of Pans Physical Astronom­ 
ical Observatory, .says it is now definitely known that rays 
of great penetrating power, including X-rays and radiations 
of high frequency, are emitted by the sui\ and stars. 
Deslandres suggests that these rays may make the signals 
which are picked up occasionally by the wireless and which 
have so far baffled the electrical ex^erts. 
The “radio mes.sages from people on Mars” may ’oc mere- i 
ly radiations from the sun. 
The more scientists study the sun, the more of a mystery 
it seems. Unquestionably it has something to do with regu­ 
lating our weather. Without it, life on our earth would be 
impossible. It is the force that apparently has mo.st to do 
with perpetuating life, and some even believe it is the 
i .sources of life. 
We can never control the sun, but we can—as time goes 
• on—learn more about how it controls us. After all, that’s 
ábout all that knowledge is—learning more concerning the 
cage we’re in.

Columbus, Feb. 1.—“More students 
arc participating in intram ural ath­ 
letics at Ohio State than at any 
other school of the Western Confer­ 
ence,” says Grant P. Ward, manager 
of intram ural athletics at the Buck­ 
eye university and chairman of the 
Big Ten Intramural Association. 
“A total of 10,S95 students vyerc 
enrolled in the 18 branches of sport 
during, the school year of 1921-22,' 
says Ward. 
“A greater number is 
indicated by the enrollments so far 
for the present year.” 
According to conference reports, 
the increase of participants amount­ 
ing to 4,480 in 1921-22 over the fig­ 
ures of the preceding year repre­
